that weakens the Funds, and makes de 
fic:encies; thofe again Summons the 
Parliament to raife- more Taxes, co 
make good thofe Deficiencies, which 
added to the Demand for the, War, alt 
join to load, and by. Contequence to 
leffen our Trade—_—. A Circulation of 
ae ae Circumftances appears in 
Trade, infinite Mifchiefs attend 
it. 


Well may our Parliament make Laws 
for the Relief of Bankrupts and Infot- 
vent Debtors ; even Trade itfelf feems 
to be turning Bankrupt, and finks under 
the infupportable Weight of innumera- 
ble Taxes, 

The ufe I'make-of thefe Obfervati- 
ons, és not to Argue againft Taxes: If 
we will have this tcrrible Wear {till car- 
ried on, we cannot expect it can ‘be 
done without Taxes: Some People In- 
fulted me formerly, and told me of 
Intimidating the People, when IJ bed 
them expect 6 d, a pair upon Stogkings, 
1 s. each upon Hats, 4 d. per Pound up- 
on Soap, and even rhcir Shoes, Boors, 
Goves, and moft they wear, to be 
Tax’d ; now lerrhiofe angry People ftand 
forth and fay whether I {poke probable 
Truth or-not; nor can ir be arher wife, if 
fuch a War, as this has been, and ftill 
muft be carry’'d or, Taxes muft follow, 
for the Expence muft be fupporred; the 
Thing I am upon is this. 

Ic is the Wifdém of our Reprefenta- 
tives, to lay.their Taxes upon fuch 
Heads of our Commerce, as can fup 
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port the Burthen, and to load 
no other manner, than may .confift 


with the Narure ‘and Being of the i 


Trade. na .
